May we ho pardoned if we de¬ 
vote some ot this column to a 
brie! discussion of the above 
problem. We are ol the opinion 
that if more ot the people un¬ 
derstood some ot the thing 1 ; Ro¬ 
tary stands foi. that (. lulu would 
be more generally appreciated 
foi the efforts they put fmth. 

Rotary is charactrized as a 
four-lane hfvhvay, the foui in 
brief being: Individual Service; 
Club Service; Community Serv¬ 
ice and International Service, 
dust a few words on each of 
these four lanes nd we will 
then pass on. 

In Individual Service, the Ro- 
tarian is supposed to represent 
the best in his town and distiiet 
of the classification he repre¬ 
sents, hence the farmer who is 
a Rotarian owes it to himself 
and to the farming profession to 
lie the best farmer in the dis¬ 
trict. Me should consider t o, 
that his first duty is to his com¬ 
munity and in serving, to givw 
and increase his vision. This 
tends to make the Rotarian a 
better farmer, and hence to 
raise the standards of farming 
in his district. 

In Club Service, the Rotarian 
is chosen because he fills a cer¬ 


tain niche in his community, and 
through his Club renders serv¬ 
ice to the Club and to other 
members that could not be ren¬ 
dered individually. Me should 
be loyal to his fellow Club mem¬ 
bers, and should boost and work 
for every Club enterprise, and 
in so doing to enhance in the 
community the value of the Club. 

In Community Service, we 
have a splendid example of this 
in our Community Swimming 
Pool. We doubt very much it 
any oiganization except some 
such as a Rotary Club could have 
put this venture over. Why? 
I localise it needed an organiza¬ 
tion that was non-partisan, dis¬ 
interested in anything except the 
seeing to completion of this com 
munily enterprise. It speaks for 
itself. We might also fxiin to the 
Gymnasium work amongst the 
young boys of the Town. 

International Service does not 
show to such prominence here 
because of our extremely happy 
and friendly relations with our 
neighbors across the line. If, 
however, one can believe what 
he reads and hears, then in tin 
Eurpooan nations the Interna¬ 
tional Service feature is very 
worth wide and necessary. 

Much might be sad. llut who i 
one has felt the friendship, un¬ 
derstanding and openness in r 
Rotary Club, when he has heard 
the judge and the layman greet 
and converse with one another ns 
Hill and Tom, it makes a decid¬ 
ed impression and one cannot 
help but feel that any fraternity 

or service club that encomagea 
such comradeship and under¬ 
standing is something that is 
badly needed these days and 
should be encouraged.

Our Edmonton Letter 

(By T. 1». Windross) 

Edmonton, Nov. 24—Albert- 
ans wore given a solemn warn¬ 
ing last week by the man who, 
in effect, is head of the type ol 
government that is much closer 
to tho rank and file of the citi¬ 
zens of this province than is the 
provincial government. The man 
was Haul L. Earnalls, president 
of the Alberta association of 
Municipal Districts, which is the 
central “parliament" ol municip¬ 
al councils throughout the prov¬ 
ince. 

“The vast amount of discuss¬ 
ion of little-understand econ¬ 
omic questions which has been 
going on in our province for the 
past several years has resulted 
in utter confusion in the minds 
of many people and has created 
a spirit ot uncertainty, unrest 
and bitterness that has added 
greatly to the difficulty of mun¬ 
icipal administration,” Mr. Far- 
nalls said at Edmonton in the 
presidential address to the an¬ 
nual convention of the assoc¬ 
iation. 

“Some people.” he warned, 
“are today questioning tho value 
of those institutions upon whicl 
our whole scheme of society i 
founded, and theories which i 
normal times would receive 
scant consideration are now be¬ 
ing taken seriously in many 
quarters. It is very evident that 
our educational system should 
devote more time to the study 
of economics and the functions 
ol government. 

“Municipal men are forced to 
deal with realities, and few of 
them have any doubts as to the 
soundness of the fundamental 
principles of democracy that it 
has come to take them as a mat¬ 
ter of course, and to regard de¬ 
mocracy as a natural and per¬ 
manent institution, 

“Wo now have no assurance 
of its permanence. If we do not 
prize its privileges and guard It 
with care, it may slip away 
from us before vvp realize what 
has happened.” 

The Alberta association of 
Municipal Districts is a strictly 
non-political organization; it 
shies away from any hint 
of party jxffitlcs and its 
function is nothing more 
than to carry on municipal gov¬ 
ernment for the welfare of all 
the people of Alberta who re¬ 
side in municipal districts. 

As Mr. FarnaTis safd, muncip- 
al men are forced to deal with 
realities; when they sit in their 
council meetings at home, they 
must meet the obligations of 
their muncipal districts. They 
r *annot slap more taxes upon 
the people of their districts, and 
the y cannot pass legislation 
saying that they will cut down 
the interest they owe, or that 
they will tax banks in their 
muncipal districts, or that they 
will simply leave their obliga¬ 
tions for some other govern¬ 
ment to meet. 

They must face lealities in¬ 
stead of monkeying with ab¬ 
stract theories which they know 
are nonsensiical but good polit¬ 
ical propaganda. And every man 
°t the 200 delegates attending 
that convention in Edmonton 
knew 7 that Mr. Earnalls was re¬ 
ferring to the Aberhart govern¬ 
ment when he referred to the 
unrest and bitterness now ram¬ 
pant in Alberta, and to the 
theories which in normal times 
would receive scant consider¬ 
ation but are now being taken

Throughout the convention, in 
the many resolutions which re¬ 
flected condemnation of the 
present provincial government, 
there was not one voice among 
the 200 delegates raised in de¬ 
fence of that government. 

Not a hint of defence except 
when one delegate who is also 
a Social Credit member of the 
ligislaturo — Charles Holder, 
of St. Albert — who seemed to 
be the only Social Creditor a- 
mong the 200 muncipal men 
present, spoke of the “tremen¬ 
dous difficulties faced by the 
present provincial government” 
and of “the financial interests ’ 
as lie moved a resolution ask¬ 
ing for reduced interest rates 
and had it adopted. 

Those “financial interests” 
which the Aberhart government 
has been pilloring in recent 
months, in accordance with the 
propaganda instructions of Maj¬ 
or C. 11. Douglas, as the tools 
of “big shots’’ were well defined 
editorially the other day by an 
Ontario newspaper, the Stan¬ 
dard at St. Catharines. 

After showing that banks, 
insurance companies and inves- 
ment houses represent in their 
capital the savings of small in¬ 
vestors, mainly, and that these 
companies have poured many 
millions of dollars owned by 
their small investors into newer 
parts of the country for devel¬ 
opment purposes, the Standard 
said: 

“The banks and insurance 
companies have helped millions 
of individual citizens in better¬ 
ing community life, roads and 
railways* potter schools, farm 
loans, public utilities such as 
electricity — all of these have 
been due to the collective sav¬ 
ings of the people, wisely and 
carefully used in trusteeship for 
the many by the banks, trust 
and insurance companies. It is 
a common error or trait of the 
demagogue to refer to these 
corporations as “lag interests.” 
It would be equally coriect to 
refer to the dominion treasury 
(or the Alberta provincial treas¬ 
ury) contfl>uted to by every¬ 
body, as similar “big interests.” 
The truth is that if the so-call¬ 
ed “big interests’ were wiped 
out in Canada, it would be wip¬ 
ing; out the substance and com¬ 
petence of tens of thousands of 
people on whose well-being the 
fabric of the country is sus- 
t ained.” 

The Aberhartian propagan¬ 
dist cry against the banks — 
the issue raised to divert voters’ 
attention, seemingly, fr:m poor 
government and the social credit 
theory’s pitiful showing when 
given a chance in this province, 
also has drawn a recital of stark 
fact from the Globe and Mail, 
great Toronto paper which no 
one knowing it would ever ac¬ 
cuse of toadying to hanks a- 
gainst its own convictions. 

“Abuse has never been re¬ 
cognized as an argument,” the 
Globe and Mail said the other 
day. “The fact is that Alberta 
as well as other provinces made 
great progress under the es¬ 
tablished banking system. It 
served their demands in good 


times and bad. All that Jias been 
accomplished has been with the 
aid of a financial system unex¬ 
celled anywhere. 

“If the Canadian banks had 
crashed, like those of the United 
States, during the depression, 
Alberta might have a grievance. 
If the people had found their 
deposits tied up suddenly, and 
security, there might even be 
could not secure loans on any 
an excuse for listening to Sociul 
Credit theorists. But comparing 
what the banks have done anil 
what Social Credit has done, 
it is remarkable that any sec¬ 
tion of the public would believe 
there is a choice between them. 

“The banking business is not 
thoroughly understood by the 
layman; neither is law nor med¬ 
icine. Therefore the layman is 
susceptible to influence by 
plausibly worded criticism. The 
Bank act, which defines the 
powers of every hank, is subject 
to revision every decade by the 
parliament of Canada.. If abus¬ 
es creep in, if the authority 
granted is too great or inade¬ 
quate, there are opportunities to 
make changes. 

“Alberta has gained nothing 
but discredit and her progress 
has l>oen hampered by resisting 
the facilities other provinces 
are using. If Mr. Aberhart and 
his colleagues had not chosen 
to pursue rainbows, had accept¬ 
ed the opportunities of bank 
co-operation instead, that prov¬ 
ince wouWl have been spared 
much of its grief. 

“Resort to methods of abuse 
and destruction is final evidence 
of the flight of reason, and is 
doomed to failure.”

With reference fo the very 
important function of tree plant 
ing in Alberta, It was learned 
in an intervleuMivun today by 
the Honourable N. E. Tanner 
Minister of Lands and Mines, 
that certain species of trees are 
available to farmers for trans- 
olanting in existing bluffs and 
Jie extension of windbreaks. 
These trees may be secured op 
application to the Forestry Div 
ision of the Department. 

The principal object in view 
Mr. Tanner stated, was to pro¬ 
vide transplants of the more 
durable species for planting ir 
natural bluffs, shelterkelts and 
windbreaks. A number of the 
native varieties now found in 
existing bluffs are not as dur¬ 
able as desired and the intro¬ 
duction of exotic species will 
give also to the existing trees 
in providing shade, thus ensur¬ 
ing a healthy and more perman¬ 
ent growth. 

The Minister stated that there 
is available for planting in the 
spring of 1938 a large quantity 
of lodgepole pine, green ash, and 
nordnmn fir and a limited 
quantity of white spruce and 
elm.
